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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or make obvious the claimed aircraft or method of steering an aircraft. Specifically, the 
prior art fails to show an aircraft a housing and fan means, where the fans form an air circulation 
along the housing and are able to control the position of a circulation stagnation point.
